I believe  I have  a solution  to  the  ongoing  release  of  mine  drainage  from  not 
only  the  King  Mine,  but  also  those  in  close  proximity  (Red/Bonita),  and  in 
particular,  potential  perpetual  funding  from  non-public  sources.
